Mr. Asquith| laid i stress on the 
responsibility of the House of Commons. 
He also blamed the country, and few will 
question the truth of his indictment. He 
declared that the House could pot 
grumble, as Lord Robert Cecil grumbled, 
at the burden of taxation, because the 
House had created the necessity for every 
penny by voting colossal sums for every 
conceivable purpose. Millions are voted 
regularly without a word of discussion, 
and Parliament gives its sanction te 
grandiose schemes which involve the ex- 
penditure of enormous amounts. Lord 
Robert Cecil, apart from his protest 
against taxation, shared Mr, Asquith’s 
views. He insisted that the House of 
Commons should “ration” the Govern- 
ment in every department, and, indeed, 
so far as the Civil Service is concerned, 
there is no other road to retrenchment. 
No real improvement can be ex 
until the Government’s policy—domestic as 
well as foreign—is. revised and readjusted 
to suit the capacity of the national purse. 
Lord Robert Cecil de:lared that the Govern- 
ment’'s policy at home and ‘abroad seemed 
to be based on the totally “false assamp- 
tion that the Treasury had unlimited 
funds at its disposal. The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, in his last Budget, had come 
‘dangerously near the limit of possible 
taxation."" The country was not ruined, 
or even likely to be ruined ; but its income 
was. strictly limited, and this fact should 
form the basis of all Government policy. 
Every new departure by the Government, 
asserted Mr. Asquith, should be scrutinised 
by the House. He cited Mesopotamia. 
By its sanction of our undertakings in 
that country Parliament had committed 
the nation to incalculable expense. The 
estimates in regard to Mesopotamia wefe 
prepared on the assumption that our 
forces there would be reduced by one- 
half during the present year. Actually, 
our forces were being largely in- 
creased. In short, the ex-Prime Minister 
argued that the Government's Imperial 
policy lay at the root of our financial 
ills. All our adventures in different parts 
of the globe cost great sums of money, 
and, so long as they were maintained, th> 
floating debt never would be reduced. 
Much can be said for Mr. Asquith’s argu- 
ment, and, if the state of the world were 
normal, or even comparatively stable, it 
would be unanswerable. As. Mr. Cham- 
berlain said, however, “ we are not masters 
of events,” Throughout the world perilous 
events are marching rapidly, and millions 
of people are looking to Great Britain 
for help. To deny that help, no doubt, 
would save money. but these are times 
when even financial security may be 
bought at too great a price. 2 
Mr. Chamberlain’s speech was very 
frank and unpretentious, He did not try 
to exonerate the Government from all 
blame, but proved by his figures that 
substantial reductions of expenditure 
already had been made, and promised 
that others were forthcoming. A really

He declared his intention of 
getting rid of all subsidies at the earliest 
possible moment, and immediately ran up 
against the Labour Party. Mr. Clynes 
protested against the removal of the bread 
subsidy, insisting that the poor should 
be protected against dearer food, while 
the rich should be mulcted. This incident 
exemplifies the whole point of the debate. 
The Labour Party, theoretically, is the 
greatest and most insistent advocate ol 
economy and retrenchment; yet, when a 
concrete proposal is advanced by the Chin. 
cellor whereby a considerable saving might 
be effected, a storm of fiery protest arises 
from the Labour’ benches. Every 
section of the community is in favour of 
economies which do not afiect itself, but, 
as soon as its own interests seem to be 
threatened, it flies at once to arms. 
Obviously, while this condition of affairs 
exists, Great Britain’s financial equili- 
brium never will be restored. We all are 
stending too much and saving too little. 
We will not recognise that we cannot eat 
our cake and have it, and we clamour for 
drastic economy, while at the same. time 
we clamour for new houses, cheap coal, 
cheap bread, cheap postage, and big wages. 
No more pernicious economic imposture 
can be imagined than our system of State 
subsidies. Until it is banished from the 
land a healthy economy will not flourish 
in Great Britain, and anyone who stands 
in the way of its removal must share the 
blame for the country’s financial plight. 


The Milk Supply. 


So many Commissions have explored 
the milk problem during recent years that 
it was scarcely Yo be expected that the 
Committee appointed by the Vice- 
President. of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, last September, would bring many 
new facts to light. The Committee’s 
report, however, is not without value. It 
enables us to get a clear conception of 
the extent to which dairying has declined 
in this country, of the causes of the 
decline, and of the measures that must 
be adopted in order to arrest it. One 
of the best-informed witnesses examined 
by the Committee estimated that between 
the years 1915 and 1918 there had been 
a decline in the production of milk in 
Leinster and Munster of from 10 to 15 
per cent, and in Ulster and Connaught of 
from 35 to 40 per cent. The Committee's 
considered opinion is that milk production 
has undoubtedly declined, but that it is 
virtually impossible to measure the extent 
of the fall. So far as the canses of the 


decline are concerned, the Committee! 


rightly attaches considerable importance 
‘to the difficulty which farmers 

in securing skilled labour. It has driven 
some of them from the keeping of milch

Abraham Lincoln. 


Yesterday the Duke cf Connaught un- 
veiled at Westminster a statue of 
Abraham Lincoln—a gift to the British 
people from the people of the United 
States. The statue is a replica of the 
masterpiece by Augustus St. Gaudens 
which stands in Lincoln Park, Chicago. 
Surrounded by statues of famous English- 
men, it looks towards Westminster Abbey, 
where England's most famous dead are 
buried. Abraham Lincoln's qualities as 
a statesman were those to which the 
British character pays peculiar homage, 
and the heart of British democracy was 
with him in the Civil War, even when its 
interests. seemed to be elsewhere. Indeed, 
Lincoln, more than any other American, 
and more than most great men of any 
country, is an international character. 
Yesterday the Prime Minister made this 
point. very happily in his distinction be- 
tween the first President—a truly great 
man—and the successor whom history 
has crowned not only as the greatest Presi- 
dent, but as the greatest of all Americans. 
The statue was presented formally by 
Senator Elihu Root, who assured us once 
more that the recurring quarrels and mis- 
understandings between Britain and the 
United States are amantiwm ira, and that 
the great crises of history will continue 
to unite them—as the late war united 
them—in close ani brotherly co-operation. 
We accept the assurance, yet we must 
deplore the apparent ease with which 
quarrels arise and prejudice is fostered 
between the two countries. To-day the 
exhausted victors of the great war are 
saddened and perplexed by America’s un- 
willingness to take her share of the task 
of healing the “torn and bleeding earth.”’ 
Mr. Lloyd George paid a proper service to 
truth yesterday when he hinted, ever so 
delicately, that this was not Abraham 
Lincoln's way, 


Exchange No Robbery. 

It was obvious that the recent state of 
the world’s exchanges must have enabled 
many ingenious financiers to “get rich 
guick ” at small risk to themselves. A 
case in point is reported from the United 
States. Somt months ago Mr. Charles 
Ponzi, of Boston, was a poor man ; to-day 
he estimates his wealth at more than 
£1,700,000. His business was exchange, 
and he used international reply coupons 
as a means of taking advantage of differ- 
ences in the foreign rates. His customers 
brought him their savings, on which he 
promised to pay—and did pay—50 per 
cent. imterest within ninety days. He 
converted the deposits into Italian lire 
and other European currencies, and then, 
through his foreign agents, bought inter- 
national reply coupons redeemable at the 
normal rate of exchange. These. coupons 
were sent from one country to another, 
gathering profits—in some cases as much 
as 400 per cent.—through succeeding ex- 
changes. When the transaction was com- 
pleted the proceeds were re-converted into 
American dollars at the normal rate of 
exchange. The American authorities have 
decided to andit Mr. Ponzi’s accounts, but 
they hesitate to say that his operations 
were illegitimate. Mr. Gallagher, the 
United States Attorney, declares, however 
that the Government's entire issue of in. 
ternational reply coupons in the past year 
is only a small fraction of the number 
which Mr. Ponzi—if his claims are true— 
must have handled since last December.

Mr. Asquith asked Mr. Bonar “Law a 
question, of which he had given private 
notice, regarding the message sent to the 
Soviet Government by the Prime 
Minister. Mr. Law said that the pag 
had been sent to Italy, and, until a reply 
had been received from the Italian 
Government, the message would not be 
made public. 

The last stage of the Finance Bill was 
taken this evening. Unhampered by de- 
tails, the debate at times reached a, very 
high level, the financial critics of the 
Government directing their arguments to 
broad questions of national expenditure 
and revenue. Mr. Bottomley complained 
that the estimates placed before Parlia- 
ment were wholly untrustworthy, and he 
suggested that five thousand millions of 
war debt should be carried forward as an 
item chargeable against posterity. Debt 
reduction, in his view, was absolutely im- 
possible for many years to come. 

Mr. Charles Palmer came to the sup- 
port of his chief, and said that the Chan- 
cellor, if he had any real courage, would 
resign. Lord Robert Cecil viewed the 
financial situation with grave misgiving, 
though he would not go so far as to say 
that we were on the brink of ruin; but 
were we not killing the goose which laid 
the golden eggs? National economy could 
only be secured by rationing the spending 
department of the State. 

Mr. Asquith made one of his rare in- 
cursions into debate, and his speech, on 
the whole, was not one of which the Chan- 
cellor could complain. Neither the House 
nor the country, he said, could complain 
that the taxation wag too drastic, when it 
was to meet exp@nditure for which both 
the House and the country had made 
themselves responsible.. He, however, in- 
sisted that the real function of the Trea- 
sury was the control of expenditure. 
Waste must be avoided, but, to bring the 
country to a healthy point of new dt- 
parture, courageous and unflinching taxa- 
tion was essentiai. And upon the Govern- 
ment should rest the responsibility of 
adopting a really sane Imperial and 
national policy. 

Mr. Chamiberlain frankly admitted a 
grewing irritation at expenditure, for 
which the Government made itself respon- 
sible. He also agreed tat we had nearly, 
if not quite, reached the limit of our 
taxable capacity. But, after atl, he attri- 
buted the chief blame to a House of Com- 
mons which was continuously pressing 
demands involving expenditure in almost 
every field. 

The Chancellor, while agreeing that 
every effort should be made to stop waste, 
said that large economies could only be 
effected by a common agreement to give up 
something considerable. As it was, the 
Cabinet critics were not agreed upon the 
things to be given up. Mr. Clynes de- 
plored the giving up of the land value 
duties, which, he declared, amounted to 
a great political betrayal. After this the 
discussion languished, and the Bill was 
read a third time without a division. 

Mr. MacCallum Scott will ask the Prime 
Minister to-morrow whether he has con- 
sidered the desirability of strengthening 
the hands of the Irish Executive by pass- 
ing the Government of Ireland Bill before 
the autumn recess, simultansously with 
any coercion Bills which may be neces- 
sary, and putting it into immediate opera- 
tion in those parts of Ireland where it is 
possible to do so ; and whether he proposes 
to take any steps to expedite the passing 
of the Government of Ireland Bill. 

The Royal Family will be so well repre- 
sented at Cowes this year that the Victoria 
and Albert will be unable to provide all 
the accommodation required. Consequently 
the Alexandra is also to be commissioned 
for the first time since the beginning of 
the war. The Alexandra was built for 
King Edward, but he always showed a pre- 
ference for the Victoria and Albert. A 
feature of the yacht is its fine saloon on 
the deck, whence the occupants can 
watch what is going on without being ex- 
posed to the weather. The King is to 
arrive at ‘Cowes from Goodwood on Áeda, 
while the Oueen, with Princess Mary, the 
Duke of York, and the Duke of Connaught 
will arrive on Saturday. . 

To judge by the alteration of the Parlia- 
mentary papers to-day, whereby it is made 
clear that Archbishop Mannix is not to be 
debarred_ from entering England, there will 
be some little amount of trouble.

LONDON UNV EILED.

PREMIER'S APPEAL TO THE 
UNITED STATES. 

A notable ster in the movement to foster 
British and American unity was made yesterday 
when the fine St. Gaudens’ statue of Abraham 
Lincoln, a gitl made through the Anglo:
